I am amazed at how many postings occur everytime 
the subject of offset appears. 


One variable no one mentioned is the fact that 
some operators will notice a certain pitch of 

CW over the rest of the gang which is "zero beat" 
with that operator. When I want the attention 

of an operator who is trying to copy 5 stations 
at once, I will swing down in freq a bit to 

raise my CW tone up to 1 KHz or so. That is 
related to operator preference and not whether or 
not you are "in the filter". One must remember 
a lot of rigs have RIT and BFO which will change 
the pitch the op hears anyway. 


Another variable is the fact that maybe the op 
just does not want to QSO with you, for whatever 


crazy reason. (Maybe you signed /QRP)!

PS: I'm interested in your 20 meter J pole. Where (how) did you get the 
info to know where to tap up 1/4 the way up from the shorted end? I always 
find this part "magic" in trying to explain the 2 meter j pole to beginners 
- I imagine if I get out some Smith Charts or buy one of the fancy programs 
from Wes Hayward etc I could figure out how far up the tuning stub I need to 
go considering velocity factors etc to place the 50 ohm tap? Or I guess I 
could just experiment moving the tap and cutting up the insulation of the 
twin lead until I find the best SWR null. Or I guess I could just ask you 
Steve.. hi Thanks again Steve. 


VVVV VV VV VV VV 


How do I decide where to tap a quaterwave stub? :%) 


The shorted end represents a zero ohms impedance point. 
The open end represents an infinite ohms impedance point. 


QUESTION: what is the impedance of the middle point of the stub? 


My answer is: the surge (characteristic) impedance of the twinlead... 
which in my partiicular case would be 300 ohms. 


I know that the distribution of impedance values along the stub is 
not linear (pretty obviously), but I treat the bottom half of the 
stub that way nonetheless. 


So if the mid-point of the stub is 300 ohms, then the quarter-point 
is about 150 ohms; and the eigth-point is 75 ohm and the 
sixteenth-point is 37 ohms. These points can be found without using 
a ruler, right? :%) 


But where to tap? 


Should I assume that any given tap point is "purely resistive?" :%) 
If one of those potential taps points were really the impedance 
value I guestimated, such as the 37 ohm point; is it suitable for 
xdirectx input to my transmitter? 


Another question is: how do I account for the effects of the 
particular piece of coax I use between the tap point on the stub 
and my transmitter? In this case, it is RG-59U (75 ohm). DoTlI 
choose the eight-point as the tap? 


I "listened" to each of these tap points with my noise bridge...and 
looked at their SWR behavior with my MFJ-249 SWR Analyzer. The 
eighth-point and 16th-point indeed are somewhere around 50 ohms... 
but only at xonex frequency. The QUARTER-POINT is definitely higher 
than "50" and less than "300". :4) Notice how vague I'm being. 


I choose the quarter point because it presents a nice (not "wild") 
input value to my RG-59U coax...which in turn, seems to present a 
nice "transformed" value to my MFJ tapped-inductor cheap-ee 
transmatch...which has at least one selected tap point that "tunes" 
the SWR to (almost) 1:1 with a *xbroad*, not sharp, dip! 


Of course, I checked out the 8th-point and 16th-points for their 
tunability behavior...not so good: could not make the MFJ bring 

the SWR meter to 1:1. 

If my tuner had a xrollerx inductor (like the larger, higher priced 
models do), I have no doubts that xany*x of those tap points would 


have been suitable. 


So here briefly is my "formula" for creating a quick-to-build, 
effectively-radiating 20 M (or 40- 80- M) antenna of the Zepp type: 


492 * 0.95 / 14.0 ~= 33.4 ft 

Cut some #14 stranded, tinned, insulted wire to that length 
For the candidate twinlead, solder a 47 ohm resister to one 
end and a coax connector to the other. With my MFJ-249, 
find the xlowestx frequency (Fo) that a 1:1 SWR occurs at. 
Measure the length of the twinlead (Lo). 

Calculate the freespace half wavelength for that freq: 


Lf = 492 / Fo 


Calculate V£ (velocity factor) = Lo / Lf 

The length of a 20 M quarterwave stub is: 

Lq = 492 x 0.5 x Vf / 14.0 

To find the quarter point, fold the twinlead in half twice. :%) 


Solder a short across one end; solder one lead of the other 
end to the radiating wire. Make it a *good*x soldered join; 
because I don't use an insulator, do I? :%) 


Solder a coax connector to the quarter points of the twinlead, 
putting the center of the connector on the same wire that leads 
to the radiator. Tightly wrap with electrical tape to make 

the connection mechanically strong enough to support a 

trailing length of coax in mid-air. :%) 


Tie a knotted-loop in the far-end of the radiating wire (who 
needs an insulator on a quikie-antenna?). 


Paper-punch a couple of tie-holes in the bottom of the stub 
to accept the tie-down twine-rope. 


All done! :4) 


Yes, Bob: the correct tap point is the position that offers 

best "ease-of-use" of the final in-place antenna system! 

Antenna, stub, coax, tuner, radio--the system as it will 

operate. "Cut-and-try" only in the sense that one should be 

able to use rules-of-thumb procedures that will result in 

a preliminary configuration that is almost the final product 

and needs only one or two adjustments to put it right on the mark. 


BTW, most 2 M J-poles that I've seen seem to violate the 
% rule: the "stub" spacing should not be greater than 

% of the wavelength. So I have no idea at all how to 
determine the tap point for those antennas. :%)

There was a need to send the same message 
over and over again, at various times and to shorten up the sending and 

the receiving time, a code like QSL, or QRS, was used instead of 

sending the longer sentance. So in this case the QSL that you heard means 

"I comprehend your message,or I have correctly understood what you just 
sent,and I hereby verify that". So If you here QSL with a ? after it, that 
means "Do you understand and comprehend my last message"? QSL, all by it self 
is the reply to the QSL?
